He  holds  office 
four  years ;  is  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States  ;  has 
power  to  grant  pardons  and  reprieves  for  oflfenses  against  the  United  States ;  makes 
treaties,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  ;  nominates,  and,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Senate,  appoints  all  Cabinet,  Diplomatic.  Judicial  and  Executive  offi- 
cers; has  power  to  convene  Congress,  or  the  Senate  only;  communicates  to  Congress, 
by  message  at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  Union,  and  recommends  such 
measures  as  he  deems  expedient ;  receives  all  Foreign  Ministei's ;  takes  care  that  the 
Laws  are  faithfully  executed,  and  the  public  business  properly  transacted.  Salary, 
$25,000  a  year. 

VICE-PRESIDEIVT, 

HANNIBAL  HAMLIN,  of  Hampden,  Maine.    Term  expires  March  4,  1865. 

Is  chosen  by  the  electors  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  President ;

An 
extra  session  was  convened  July  4th,  1861,  and  its  first  regular  session  opened  December  2. 

Tlie  Members  of  each  House  receive  a  salary  of  $3,000  per  annum,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  20 
cents  per  mile.  For  each  day's  absence,  except  when  caused  by  sickness,  $8  per  diem  is  deducted 
from  the  salary.  Tlie  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tern,  receives  the  same  compensation  as  the 
A'ice-Presideut.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  receives  double  the  salary  of  a 
Member.

ALABAMA

It  has  been  a  Democratic  state.  Seceded  from 
the  Union  January  11, 1861. 

ARKANSAS 

Was  formed  out  of  the  territory  purchased  from 
France,  and  was  admitted  into  the  Union  in 
1836.  It  is  an  agricultural  state,  whose  staples 
are  corn  and  cotton.  Its  population  is  435,427, 
of  whom  111,104  are  slaves.  It  has  been  a 
Democratic  state.  Seceded  from  the  Union 
May  6, 1861. 

CALIFORNIA 

Was  formed  out  of  the  territory  purchased  from 
Mexico,  was  admitted  into  the  Union  in  1850, 
and  is  the  most  productive  gold  mining  region 
on  the  continent.

CONNECTICUT 

Was  settled  by  the  Puritans  in  1635,  was  one  of 
the  original  thirteen  states  tliat  formed  the 
Union,  in  1787,  and  is  one  of  the  most  densely 
populated  and  principal  manufacturing  states. 
Its  population  is  460,151.  Recently  it  has  been 
a  Republican  state.    Its  Senators  are: 

JAMES  DIXON,  of  Hartford.  Mr.  D.  is  a 
graduate  of  ^Villiams  College,  a  Lawyer,  was  a 
IMember  of  the  Connecticut  Legislature  in  1837, 
'38,  '44,  '49  and  '54.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  from  1847  to  '49,  and 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in 
1857,  to  succeed  Isaac  Toucey  (Dem.)

is  a  Lawyer,  was  U.  S.  District  Attorney  for 
Delaware  from  1838  to  '43.  He  was  elected  to 
the  U.  S.  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in  1851,  to 
succeed  John  Wales  (Whig),  and  at  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  in  1857,  was  re-elected.  Ilia 
present  term  expires  March  4th,  1863.

Was  settled  by  Gen.  Oglethorpe  in  1733,  was  one 
of  the  original  thirteen  States  that  formed  the 
Union  in  1787,  and  is  a  larfce  c<itton  and  rice 
growing  state.  Its  population  is  1.057,327,  of 
whom  462.230  are  slaves.  It  has  been  a  strongly 
Democratic  state.  Seceded  from  the  Union 
January  19, 1861. 

ILLINOIS 

Was  formed  out  of  the  Northwestern  Territory 
ceded  to  the  United  States  by  Virginia,  Avas 
admitted  into  the  Union  in  1818,  and  is  the  chief 
"  prairie  "  state,  mainly  devoted  to  grain  grow- 
ing and  cattle  raising.  Its  population  is 
1.711.7.53.  Recently  it  has  been  a  closely  con- 
tested state.    Its  Senators  are : 

0.  H.  BROWNING,  appointed  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy occasioned  by  the  death  of  Hon.  Stephen

He 
is  a  Lawyer  by  profession,  was  Governor  of  the 
state  from  1851  to  18.55,  was  elected  to  the  U.  S. 
Senate  by  the  Legislature  in  1858,  to  succeed 
John  B.  Thompson  (Am.)  His  term  expires 
March  4th.  186.3.    He  is  a  Democrat. 

GARRETT  DAVIS,  of  Paris,  Bourbon  county. 
He  is  Lawyer,  a  native  of  Kentucky,  and  is  58 
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years  old.  He  represented  the  Bourbon  district  ?i  ^ 
m  Congress  from  1839  to  1847,  and  was  among  .V  /, 
the  first  to  actively  engage  against  rebellion  in  UJ 
his  own  state.

Its  population  is  709,433,  of  whom  332,520 
are  slaves.  It  has  been  a  closely  contested 
state.  Seceded  from  the  Union  January  26, 
1861, 

MAINE 

Was  formed  out  of  territory  belonging  to  Massa- 
chusetts, was  admitted  into  the  Union  in  183»1, 
and  is  largely  engaged  in  ship-building  and  the 
lumber  trade.  Its  population  is  628,276.  Re- 
cently it  has  been  a  Republican  state.  Its  Sena- 
tors are : 

LOT  M.  MORRILL,  Republican,  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  election  of  Hon. 
Hannibal  Hamlin  as  Vice-President.  His  term 
expires  March  4th,  1863. 

WILLIA.M  PITT  FESSENDEN,  of  Portland. 
He  is  a  native  of  New  Hampshire,  a  graduate 
of  Bowdoin  College  (and  LL.  D.).  a  Lawyer  by 
profession,  was  a  Member  of  the  Maine  Legisla- 
ture in  1832  and  '40,  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress in  1842  and  '43,  again  in  the  Legislature  in 
1845,  '46,  '53  and  '54.  He  was  a  Member  of  the 
Whig  National  Conventions  which  nominated 
Clay  ('32),  Taylor  and  Scott.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in  1854,  to  succeed 
James  AV.

Was  settled  by  Irish  Catholics  in  1684,  was  one 
of  the  original  thirteen  states  that  formed  the 
Union  in  1787,  and  is  mainly  an  agricultural 
state,  producing  grain  and  tobacco.  Its  popu- 
lation is  687,034,  of  whom  87,188  are  slaves.  Re- 
cently it  has  been  a  closely  contested  state.  Its 
Senators  are : 

ANTHONY  KENNEDY,  of  Baltimore.  He  is 
a  native  of  Maryland,  studied  law.  but  subse- 
quently engaged  in  cotton  manufacture  and 
planting,  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Legis- 
lature from  1839  to  '43,  and  of  the  Maryland 
I^egislature  in  1856,  and  by  it  elected  to  the  U.  S. 
Senate  in  1856,  to  succeed  Thomas  G.  Pratt 
(Dem.)  His  term  expires  March  4th,  1868.  He 
is  an  American. 

JAMES  A.  PEARCE,  of  Chestertown,  Kent 
county.  He  is  a  native  of  Virginia,  a  graduate 
of  Princeton,  a  Lawyer,  was  a  member  of  the 
Maryland  Legislature  in  1831,  and  subsequently 
Professor  of  Law  in  Washington  College,  Ches- 
tertown, a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1>^35  to  '39,  and  again  from  1841  to  '43.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in  1843, 
to  succeed  John  L.  Ker,  was  re-elected  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  in  1849,  and  again  in 
1^55  and  in  1861.

of  the  two  Senators  with  whom  she  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  Union.

Was  formed  out  of  the  Northwestern  Territory 
ceded  to  the  U.  S.  by  Virginia;  was  admitted 
into  the  Union  in  1802,  and  is  the  most  populous 
and  wealthy  of  the  agricultural  states,  devoted 
chiefly  to  wool  growing,  grain  and  live  stock. 
Its  population  is  2,339,599.  Recently  it  has  been 
a  Republican  state.    Its  Senators  are :

1863.  &c.),  and  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  from  the  first  of  January  next  succeeding.  The 
State  is  divided  into  32  Districts,  each  choosing  one  Senator.  The  Senators  receive  a  compensation 
of  $3  per  diem  during  the  Session,  but  not  for  more  than  one  himdred  days.  The  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor is,  ex'oMcio,  President  of  the  Senate.

Consists  of  eight  Judges:  four  are  elected  on  a  general  ticket,  and  serve  eight  years,  and  four  are 
selected  from  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  having  the  shortest  time  to  serve.  The  .Judge, 
of  t lie  four  chosen  at  large,  having  the  shortest  term  to  serve,  sits  as  Chief  Judge.  Six  Judges  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  Each  Judge  elected  before  1850  has  a  salary  of  $2,500;  since  l»o6  a  salary  of

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THE    SOUTHERN    REBELLIONS'.

The  Slaveholders'  Rebellion,  the  seeds  of  whicli  had  been  germinating  over  thirty 
years,  was  formally  inaugurated  in  November,  1860.  The  election  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  by 
a  constitutional  majority,  was  the  pretense  under  which  this  conspiracy  was  set  on 
foot.  The  time  was  propitious.  The  country  was  virtually  without  a  government ; 
the  men  who  held  the  reins  of  power  were,  with  few  exceptions,  the  master-spirits 
of  the  insurrection ;  the  public  funds  were  prostituted  to  the  uses  of  treason ;  the 
arms  of  the  nation  were  transferred  to  southern  depots ;  the  keys  of  our  public  arsen- 
als were  placed  in  disloyal  hands  ;  our  army  was  so  dispersed  that  it  could  render  no 
assistance  to  the  country  it  preferred  to  serve ;  our  navy  was  sent  to  distant  seas. 
The  Government  was  at  the  mercy  of  men  who  had  sworn  to  destroy  it ! 

On  the  9th  of  November  the  shipping  in  the  Charleston  harbor  hoisted  the  Palmetto 
flag.  On  the  same  day  an  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  remove  the  government 
arms  to  Fort  Moultrie.  On  the  10th,  a  bill  calling  a  state  convention  passed  the 
Legislature,  and  the  resignation  of  Senator  Chestnut  was  received.  The  Conveution 
met  at  Columbia  on  the  17th  of  December,  adjourned  to  Charleston  on  account  of  the 
small-pox,  and  on  the  20th,  passed  an  ordinance  of  secession,  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
On  the  24th,  Gov.  Pickens  issued  a  proclamation  declaring  South  Carolina  a  "  sepa- 
rate, sovereign,  free  and  independent  state,"  "  with  the  right  to  levy  war,  conclude 
peace,"  &c.,  &c.  On  the  night  of  the  26th,  Major  Anderson  transferred  his  small 
foice  from  Fort  Moultrie  to  Sumter,  in  order  to  strengthen  his  position,  and  on  the 
27th,  Fort  Moultrie  and  other  Federal  possessions  were  seized  in  the  name  of  the 
revolted  state. 

In  the  meantime  other  states  prepared  to  follow  her  lead.  Meetings  were  held  in 
the  principal  cities  of  the  South,  and  the  secession  of  South  Carolina  celebrated  by 
bonfires,  the  firing  of  cannon  and  other  demonstrations  of  approval.  In  Georgia 
secession  was  feebly  resisted  by  Alexander  H.  Stephens  and  others  ;  but  they  yielded 
after  a  brief  struggle.  The  legislature  met  at  Milledgeville  December  19th,  at  which 
a  convention  of  Southern  States  was  urged ;  and  an  address  to  the  people  of  South 
Carolina,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Florida  issued.  On  the  3d  of  January,  forts 
Pulaski  and  Jackson  were  seized  by  order  of  Governor  Brown ;  on  the  16th,  the  con- 
veution met  at  the  capitol,  and,  on  the  19th,  an  ordinance  of  secession  was  passed  by 
a  vote  of  208  to  89.  Subsequently  the  ordinance  was  signed  by  nearly  all  the  members. 
Alabama  and  Florida  were  still  more  prompt;  the  former  called  a  convention  at 
Montgomery,  on  the  7th  of  January,  which  passed  an  ordinance  of  secession  on  the 
11th,  by  a  vote  of  61  to  11,  and  recommended  a  convention  of  disloyal  states  to  meet 
at  that  place  February  4th.  The  latter  held  a  convention  at  Tallahassee  January  3d ; 
occupied  some  days  in  preliminary  arrangements;  proclaimed  her  "grievances"  in  a 
series  of  resolutions  on  the  7th,  and  adopted  an  ordinance  of  secession  on  the  11th, 
by  a  vote  of  62  to  7. 

Mississippi  called  a  convention  at  Jackson  January  7 ;  a  committee  was  appointed 
with  instructions  to  report,  as  speedily  as  possible,  an  ordinance  providing  for  the 
immediate  withdrawal  of  that  state  from  the  Federal  union:  which  ordinance  was 
passed  on  the  9th,  by  a  vote  of  84  to  15.  On  the  day  following  the  forts  and  other 
government  property  Avere  seized. 

Louisiana  speedily  followed  in  the  wake  of  her  erring  sisters.    A  convention  met 
at  Baton  Rouge  January  23d ;  an  ordinance  of  secession  was  presented  the  following 
day,  by  a  committee,  and  passed  the  26th,  by  a  vote  of  113  to  17.    A  proposition  to  refer     { 
it  to  the  people  was  voted  down.    Simultaneously  with  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,     I 
the  United  States  branch  mint,  custom-house,  the  arsenal  at  Baton  Rouge,  forts  Jackson  vh 
and  Phillips,  the  revenue  cutters  Robert  McClelland  and  Lewis  Cass,  and  the  marine  (^ 
hospital,  were  severally  seized.  *!* 

i      The  treachery  of  Gen.  Twiggs  made  the  work  of  treason  easy  in  Texas.    A  state  ^| 
^  convention  met  at  Galveston  Feb.  Ist,  and  passed  an  ordinance  of  secession,  to  be  M^ 
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?K  voted  on  by  the  people  Feb.  22d,  and  if  adopted  to  take  effect  March  1st.  The  state  was  f^  ^ 
kW,  dechired  out  of  the  Union  March  4th,  Gov.  Houston  was  deposed,  and  on  the  6th  Fort  \  X 
^    Brown  surrendered  by  arrangement  between  Capt.  Hill  and  the  Texas  commissioners. 

By  agreement  between  the  six  seceded  states,  the  Southern  Congress  met  at  Mont- 
gomery Feb.  4th.  Howell  Cobb,  late  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  presided.  A  "  Con- 
stitution for  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America"  was 
formed,  to  "  continue  one  year  from  the  inauguration  of  the  president,  or  until  a  per- 
manent constitution  or  confederation  between  the  said  states  shall  be  put  in  operation, 
whichsoever  shall  first  occur."  [It  does  not  difler  materially  from  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States.]  It  was  adopted  Feb.  8th,  and  on  the  same  day  Jefferson  Davis, 
of  Mississippi,  was  elected  President,  and  Alex.  H.  Stephens,  of  Georgia,  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  "  Confederate  States."  On  the  ISth,  Mr.  Davis  was  inaugurated,  and  on 
the  21st  he  nominated  the  following  members  of  his  Cabinet :  Secretary  of  State,  Robert 
H.  Toombs ;  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Robert  Memminger  ;  Secretary  of  War,  L.  Pope 
Walker.  Among  the  acts  of  the  Montgomery  Congress  was  one  declaring  the  establish- 
ment of  the  free  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river.  On  the  11th  of  March  the  perma- 
nent constitution  was  adopted. 

All  this  time  the  General  Government  was  virtually  passive.  The  President 
claimed  that  he  had  no  power  to  resist  the  rebellion,  while  Floyd  used  the  war 
department  for  the  benefit  of  treason,  and  Secretary  Thompson  held  the  position 
of  an  acknowledged  spy.  The  accession  of  Messrs.  Dix  and  Holt  to  the  places 
made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  these  disloyal  oflicials,  imparted  new  vigor  to  the 
federal  arm ;  but  the  conspiracy  had  obtained  such  headway,  that  they  were  compara- 
tively powerless.  The  steamship  Star  of  the  West,  with  reinforcements  for  Major 
Anderson,  was  fired  into  from  Fort  Moultrie  and  the  battery  from  Morris  Island,  ou 
the  9th  of  January,  and  compelled  to  put  out  to  sea.  Major  A.  demanded  explanations, 
and  was  informed  that  the  act  was  sanctioned  by  the  government  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Border  States  wavered.  On  the  9th  of  February  Tennessee,  and  on  the  1st  of 
March  Missouri,  voted  against  secession.  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Maryland  and 
Kentucky,  severally  professed  a  desire  to  remain  in  the  Union,  if  certain  concessions 
were  granted.  Various  plans  of  adjustment  were  proposed  in  Congress,  the  most 
important  of  which  was  that  of  Mr.  Crittenden,  proposing  amendments  to  the  consti- 
tution declaring  that  slavery  be  prohibited  in  all  territories  north  of  36^*  30',  and  pro- 
tected in  all  those  south  of  that  line.  Resolutions  guaranteeing  non-interference  with 
slavery  in  any  state  of  the  Union,  passed  the  House  by  a  unanimous  vote.  The 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Thirty-three,  also  passed  both  Houses  by  a  constitutional 
majority.  A  Peace  Conference,  composed  of  delegates  from  some  twenty  states,  met 
at  Washington  Feb.  1st,  and  permanently  organized,  with  ex-President  John  Tj'ler  for 
Chairman,  Feb.  5th.  The  sessions  continued  until  the  2Tth  of  that  month,  when  a  plan 
of  adjustment,  similar  to  that  of  Mr.  Crittenden,  was  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners. 

Mr.  Lincoln's  inaugural,  delivered  March  4th,  foreshadowed  a  pacific  policy,  but 
declared  the  intention  of  the  President  to  assert  the  supremacy  of  the  constitution  by 
"holding  and  possessing"  the  government  property.  The  Southern  Commissioners, 
sent  to  demand  the  recognition  of  the  Confederate  Government,  were  informed,  on 
the  9th  of  April,  that  they  would  not  be  acknowledged  in  their  official  capacity,  when 
they  took  their  leave.  The  garrison  at  Fort  Sumter  being  in  a  famishing  condition, 
an  attempt  was  made  to  supply  it  with  provisions.  This  was  resisted,  and  Gen. 
Beauregard  received  orders  from  his  government  to  reduce  the  fort.  On  the  11th  of 
April  he  summoned  Major  Anderson  to  evacuate.  The  latter  refusing,  fire  was  opened 
upon  him,  on  the  morning  of  the  12th,  from  Fort  Moultrie  and  the  adjacent  batteries. 
^  The  fire  was  returned,  and  the  bombardment  continued  with  slight  intermission  for 
)  34  hours,  when  the  works  within  the  fort  were  set  on  fire,  and  the  feeble  garrison  com- 
»  pelled  to  surrender.  The  evacuation  took  place  Sunday  the  14th,  when  Major  A.  and 
m»  his  command  embarked  for  New  York.  The  Federal  force  was  100,  including  laborers,  <i\-l 
{^?s|  that  of  the  Confederates  fully  7,000.    No  lives  were  lost  on  our  side,  except  one  or  two  ^^'A 
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by  the  bursting  of  a  cannon,  while  the  Confederates  claim,  doubtless  unjustly,  that  the 
conflict  tt-as  bloodless  on  their  side. 

This  outrage  revolutionized  public  sentiment  in  the  North.  On  the  15th  of  April, 
President  Lincoln  issued  a  proclamation  calling  for  75,000  troops  to  suppress  the 
rebellion,  and  ordering  an  extra  session  of  Congress  to  meet  on  the  4th  of  July.  The 
free  states  promptly  responded;  the  border  slave  states,  with  the  exception  of  Dela- 
ware, denounced  the  proclamation  as  an  "attack  upon  the  South."  Virginia  passed 
an  ordinance  April  17,  "repealing  the  ratification  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  by  the  State  of  Virginia,"  which  ordinance  was  subsequently  ratified  by  a  pre- 
tended vote  of  the  people.  On  the  24th  of  the  same  month,  she  "  deeded"  her  sove- 
reignty to  the  "  Confederate  States."  The  western  part  of  the  state  repudiated  the 
transfer,  and  organized  a  separate  state  government. 

Washington  being  menaced  by  the  rebels,  troops  were  ordered  to  its  defense  as  soon 
as  they  could  be  raised.  The  first  to  respond  were  a  regiment  from  Pennsylvania  and 
one  from  Mi'Ssachusetts.  The  former,  being  unarmed,  was  driven  back,  on  arriving  at 
Baltimore ;  the  latter  was  assailed  on  its  passage  through  the  city,  and  three  of  its 
members  killed.  This  occurred  April  19th,  the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Lexington. 
The  railroad  track  was  torn  up  and  the  bridges  destroyed  by  the  secessionists,  from 
Havre  de  Grace  to  the  city,  and  troops  en  route  to  the  capital  were  compelled  to  go  by 
way  of  Annapolis.  This  continued  until  May  13th,  when  Gen.  Butler  sent  a  detach- 
ment through  the  city,  and  took  possession  of  Federal  Hill. 

The'  rebellion  in  Virginia  assumed  formidable  proportions,  A  force  was  sent  to 
seize  Harper's  Ferry,  but  Lieut.  Jones,  commandant,  being  apprised  of  their  intention, 
destroyed  the  greater  portion  of  the  arms,  fired  the  armory,  and  withdrew  at  night 
with  his  small  command,  making  a  forced  march,  arriving  at  Carlisle  Barracks,  Penn 
sylvania,  on  the  morning  of  April  19th.  A  similar  attack  being  meditated  upon  Nor- 
folk Navy  Yard,  orders  were  given  to  load  the  vessels  in  the  harbor  with  the  munitions 
in  store,  and  run  them  out ;  but  before  they  could  or  would  be  obeyed,  the  channel  was 
blocked  with  sunken  vessels,  and  the  Cumberland  alone  was  able  to  get  out  to  sea.  To 
prevent  their  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  eleven  vessels  were  scuttled  and 
set  on  fire,  and  the  buildings  of  the  Navy  Yard  destroyed.  The  destruction,  however, 
was  incomplete.  Several  of  the  vessels  were  raised  by  the  rebels  and  a  large  amount 
of  ordnance  was  recovered. 

On  the  17th  of  April,  Jefi'erson  Davis  proclaimed  his  scheme  of  piracy  ;  on  the  19th, 
President  Lincoln  issued  a  proclamation  announcing  the  blockade  of  all  the  southern 
ports,  and  on  the  27th,  ordered  the  extension  of  the  blockade  to  the  ports  of  North 
Carolina  and  Virginia.  Ou  the  3d  of  May  he  issued  another  proclamation,  calling  into 
service  42,000  volunteers,  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  increasing  the  regular  army  by 
22,714  men.    This  was  met  by  a  proclamation  of  Mr.  Davis. 

The  rebellion  rapidly  spread  over  the  remaining  slave  states.  The  Legislature  of 
Tennessee  passed  a  declaration  of  independence,  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  on  the 
8th  of  June,  and  a  military  league  was  formed  with  the  Confederate  States.  The  elec- 
tion in  the  western  and  central  parts  of  the  state  resulted  in  a  large  majority  for,  and 
in  the  eastern  counties  in  an  equally  large  majority  against,  secession.  In  Arkansas, 
the  state  convention,  on  the  ISth  of  April,  passed  an  ordinance  submitting  the  ques- 
tion of  secession  to  the  people,  and  ou  the  6th  of  May  passed,  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
an  ordinance  of  secession,  and  also  repealed  the  ordinances  and  laws  by  which  the 
state  became  a  member  of  the  Union.  In  North  Carolina  an  ordinance  of  secession, 
and  one  ratifying  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  Confederate  States,  were  passed 
j  May  21st,  and  a  proposition  to  submit  to  the  people  defeated  by  a  vote  of  73  to  34. 
i  Kentucky  maintained  a  doubtful  attitude.  Gov.  Magoffin  refused  to  comply  with  the 
ffl  President's  requisition  for  troops,  and,  on  the  20th  of  May,  issued  a  proclamation  j^ 
W  warning  both  the  Federal  and  Confederate  governments  against  making  any  occupa- 
^^  tion  within  the  state.  A  similar  position  was  taken  by  the  "Border  State  Conveu  ec^e 
Oi-  tion,"  held  at  Frankfort.  Missouri  maintained  a  similar  attitude.  The  Governor  of  Ji 
y^^  that  state,  however,  was  deep  in  the  councils  of  the  secessionists.    Troops  hostile  co  ^|^ 
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\  ^  the  Government  were  organized.  On  the  lOtb  of  May,  Capt.  Lyon,  at  the  head  of  a  ^  * 
small  force,  surprised  and  surrounded  "  Camp  Jackson,"  near  St.  Louis,  and  took  800  jV 
prisoners,  who  were  siibsequently  released  on  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance.  On  the 
return  of  his  command  to  the  city,  they  were  set  upon  by  the  rabble,  upon  whom  they 
were  compelled  to  fire,  killing  twenty-two  persons  and  wounding  a  large  number.  On 
the  day  following.  Gen.  Harney,  who  had  been  placed  in  command  of  the  Western 
Department,  issued  a  proclamation  pledging  himself  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  preserve 
the  peace,  and  ordering  a  battalion  of  regulars  to  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  the 
police  commissioners.  He  also  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  state  authorities 
for  the  suspension  of  hostilities,  which  Gov.  Jackson  and  the  legislature  made  haste 
to  violate.  Harney  was  superceded,  and  Capt.  Lyon,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  General, 
became  commander  de  facto.  Jackson  having  failed  in  inducing  the  Federal  authori- 
ties to  withdraw  their  troops  from  the  state,  threw  off  the  disguise  of  Unionism, 
espoused  the  interests  of  the  rebels,  fled  from  Jefferson  City  in  great  haste,  issued  a 
proclamation  calling  for  50,000  troops  to  "  repel  invasion,"  and  joined  Gen.  Price,  who 
commanded  a  large  force  in  northern  Missouri.  He  was  hotly  pursued  by  Gen.  Lyon, 
who  gave  the  rebel  forces  battle  at  Boonville,  June  17th,  dispersed  them  after  a  short 
engagement,  but  not  until  they  had  left  over  150  dead  and  wounded  on  the  field. 

At  the  same  time  the  war  was  vigorously  prosecuted  in  western  Virginia.  A  rebel 
camp,  2,000  strong,  was  surprised  by  two  columns  of  Federals  under  Col.  Kelley, 
June  2d,  which  marched  25  miles  at  night  through  a  drenching  rain,  and  put  to  flight 
with  considerable  loss,  leaving  their  arms  and  equipments  behind.  Col.  K.  was 
severely  but  not  fatally  wounded.  Several  minor  engagements,  with  no  decisive 
results,  followed.  Gen.  McClellan,  commander  of  the  Department  of  Ohio,  gained  a 
series  of  brilliant  victories.  On  the  11th  of  June,  a  body  of  Ohio  and  Indiana  troops 
under  Gen.  Rosencranz  met  the  rebels  under  Col.  Pegram  at  Rich  Mountain,  in  which 
60  of  the  latter  were  killed,  their  guns  and  equipage  taken,  and  the  remnant  of  the 
command,  600  strong,  compelled  to  surrender  as  prisoners  of  war.  Two  days  after,  the 
rebels  under  Gen.  Garnett  were  overtaken  near  Laurel  Hill  by  Gen.  Morris,  and  de- 
feated with  a  loss  stated  at  several  hundreds,  inclnding  the  commander.  On  the  19th 
of  the  month.  Gen.  McClellan  announced,  in  an  address  to  his  troops,  that  they  "had 
annihilated  two  armies,  killed  more  than  250  of  the  enemy,  and  expelled  them  from 
the  valley  of  the  Kanawha." 

Even  graver,  though  less  encouraging  events  were  transpiring  on  the  line  of  the 
Potomac.  Virginia  was  first  invaded  by  the  Federal  forces  on  the  mornino-  of  May 
24th.  Shortly  after  midnight,  the  N.  Y.  Zouaves,  under  the  gallant  Ellsworth,  em- 
barked for  Alexandria  and  effected  a  landing  about  3  a.  m.  "While  the  main  body 
proceeded  to  remove  the  rails  leading  to  the  interior.  Col.  E.,  with  two  or  three 
men,  proceeded  to  the  Marshall  House  to  tear  down  a  secession  flag  that  floated  above 
it.  On  his  way  down  stairs  he  was  shot  dead  by  the  proprietor,  Jackson,  who  in  turn 
was  instantly  killed  by  Private  Francis  E.  Brownell,  of  Troy,  N,  Y.  On  the  1st  of 
June,  Lieut.  Tompkins,  at  the  head  of  a  cavalry  company  of  regulars,  entered  Fairfax 
Court  House,  engaged  a  large  force  of  the  enemy,  some  20  of  whom  were  killed, 
and  returned  in  safety  with  five  prisoners.  One  Federal  was  killed  and  two  taken 
prisoners. 

Gen.  Banks  succeeded  Gen.  Butler  at  Fortress  McHenry,  the  latter  being  transferred 
to  Fortress  Monroe.  On  the  9th  of  June,  Gen.  Butler  resolved  to  attack  two  rebel 
forts  at  Little  and  Great  Bethel.  The  expedition  was  under  command  of  Gen.  Pierce, 
and  set  out  at  night.  Two  regiments  of  Col.  Bendix  and  of  Col.  Townsend  fired  upon 
each  other  by  mistake,  killing  and  wounding  21  men.  Finding  the  first  post  deserted, 
they  marched  upon  Great  Bethel,  when  they  encountered  a  masked  battery  which  they 
endeavored  in  vain  to  storm.  After  fighting  an  hour  and  a  half,  they  retired  with  a 
loss  of  16  killed,  and  57  wounded.  Among  the  killed  were  Capt.  Greble  of  the  U.  S. 
-A^  Army,  and  Major  Winthrop,  of  Gen.  Butler's  staff.  On  the  17th  of  the  same  month, 
ffb  Gen.  Schenck,  with  1st  regiment  Ohio  Volunteers,  made  a  reconnoissance  by  railroad 
yfi  to  Vienna.    Near  that  place,  in  a  bend  of  the  road,  a  masked  battery  opened  upon  him,  |,|.| 
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killing  twelve  of  his  men.    The  engineer  at  the  same  time  detached  the  locomotive  ?§ 
from  the  cars  and  put  back  to  Alexandria.    Our  troops  cut  their  way  out  of  the  ambus-  ,v  \ 
y  cade  and  returned  to  head-quarters,  carrying  their  wounded  with  them. 

The  extra  session  of  Congress  met  July  4th.  Bills  sanctioning  the  acts  of  the  Presi- 
dent, authorizing  a  national  loan  of  $250,000,000,  a  direct  tax  of  $20,000,000,  amendatory 
of  the  tarifl",  increasing  the  military  establishment  of  the  governmen  ,  allowing  the 
executive  to  accept  the  services  of  500,000  volunteers,  defining  and  puuiuhing  treason, 
confiscating  the  property  of  rebels,  &c.,  «fec.,  Avere  passed. 

The  country  became  impatient  for  more  decisive  movements,  and  the  cry  of  "  On  to 
Richmond!"  originated  by  the  New  York  Tribune,  became  the  watchword  of  the 
more  radical  press  and  politicians.  The  Cabinet  was  divided,  Gen.  Scott  was  over- 
ruled, and  the  order  for  the  advance  of  the  "  Grand  Army"  upon  the  rebel  capital  was 
given.  Gen.  Patterson,  who  crossed  the  Potomac  above  Harper's  Ferry,  July  2d,  with 
a  force  of  some  32,000  men,  was  directed  to  follow  up  the  rebel  forces  under  Gen. 
Johnston,  and  prevent  their  junction  with  the  main  body  stationed  at  Manassas. 
This  order  he  either  failed  or  willfully  neglected  to  obey.  Gen.  McDowell  crossed  the 
Potomac  July  7th,  and  on  the  night  of  the  16th  left  Arlington  on  the  fatal  expedition 
against  Kichmond.  His  army,  consisting  of  some  42,000  men,  marched  without  oppo- 
sition upon  Fairfax  Court  House.  His  design  was  to  reach  Ceutreville  on  the  ITth 
and  give  the  enemy  battle  on  the  19th,  but  a  delay  of  full  two  days  was  caused  by 
obstructions,  the  condition  of  the  men,  &c.  On  the  ISth,  a  division  of  the  grand 
army  under  Gen.  Tyler,  having  advanced  some  three  miles  beyond  Centreville,  were 
suddenly  opposed  by  a  number  of  masked  batteries  on  the  opposite  side  of  Bull  Run 
creek,  which  they  endeavored  in  vain  to  storm.  After  a  sharp  engagement,  our  troops 
retired  with  considerable  loss.  On  the  morning  of  the  21st  the  attack  was  renewed. 
The  division  under  Gen.  Tyler  opened  fire  at  half-past  six  a.  m.  on  the  enemy's  bat- 
teries, but  the  latter  did  not  respond.  Gen.  Hunter  in  the  meantime  advanced  with  a 
view  to  gain  the  rear  of  the  hostile  batteries,  but  found  the  distance  greater  than  he 
supposed.  He  crossed  Blackburn's  Ford,  and,  reinforced  by  Heintzelman's  division, 
advanced  toward  the  Warrington  turnpike,  while  Tyler  fired  upon  the  bodies  of  the 
enemy  who  were  advancing  in  front  of  him  upon  the  troops  who  had  just  crossed. 
The  main  scene  of  action  occurred  on  the  west  side  of  Bull  Run,  between  Sudley 
Spring  and  the  Warrington  turnpike.  The  rebels  were  gradually  pressed  back  for  a 
mile  and  a  half  beyond  the  road,  when  they  were  reinforced  by  Gen.  Johnston,  who 
arrived  by  a  forced  march  from  Winchester.  The  fresh  troops  threw  themselves  into 
the  woods  on  our  right,  and  drove  back  our  forces,  who  were  exhausted  with  six 
hours  fighting.  A  panic  commencing  among  our  teamsters,  soon  communicated  itself 
to  the  soldiers,  and  the  retreat  degenerated  into  a  disgraceful  rout.  Eflorts  were 
made  to  check  our  flying  forces,  but  in  vain ;  and  the  wreck  of  the  "  Grand  Army  " 
arrived  in  Washington  the  day  following.  The  4th  Pennsylvania  and  the  battery  of 
volunteer  artillery  of  the  8th  New  York  militia,  whose  time  expired  on  the  day  of  bat- 
tle, "  moved  to  the  rear  to  the  music  of  the  enemy's  cannon  r''  The  number  of  our  troops 
who  crossed  Bull  Run  and  were  thus  actively  engaged,  was  18,000,  and  the  loss  was 
as  follows  :  Ofiicers,  19  killed  and  64  wounded ;  Privates,  462  killed  and  947  wounded  ; 
Total,  481  killed  and  1,011  wounded.  The  number  of  prisoners,  "  missing,"  &c.,  was 
1,216.  The  loss  of  arms,  &c.,  was  17  rifled  cannon,  8  smooth-bores,  2,500  muskets, 
8,000  knapsacks  and  blankets. 

Gen.  McClellan  was  immediately  summoned  to  Washington,  placed  in  command  of 
the  forces  on  the  Potomac,  and  set  to  work  to  re-organize  the  demoralized  army. 
Orders  for  fresh  troops  were  issued  to  the  governors  of  the  different  states,  and  the 
places  of  the  regiments  whose  time  had  expired  were  soon  filled. 
J^\l      In  the  meantime,  the  rebellion  assumed  formidable  proportions  in  Missouri.    Col.  5^ 
(now  Gen.)  Siegel  met  the  rebels  under  Gen.  Rains  near  Carthage,  July  5th,  and  gained 
a  decided  advantage  against  overwhelming  odds,  after  which  he  retreated  to  Spring-  T^^ 
(^[^  field,  toward  which  Gen.  Lyon  was  advancing.    The  latter  learning  that  Gen.  McCul-  ^> 
y^  loch  was  marching  from  the  south  at  the  head  of  a  large  army,  resolved  to  give  him  MA 
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^  tattle,  and  on  the  evening  of  August  9tli,  at  the  head  of  5,500  troops,  marched  out  to 
xW,  meet  him.  Having  asked  in  vain  for  reinforcements,  he  went  to  hattle  with  the  firm  ^^ 
conviction  that  he  should  fall.  He  engaged  the  enemy  next  morning  a  few  miles  from 
the  city,  fought  with  extraordinary  courage,  and  fell  in  the  early  part  of  the  action. 
Siegel  took  command  and  slowly  retreated,  first  to  Springfield  and  then  to  RoUa.  The 
enemy  were  too  much  cut  up  to  pursue.  The  Federal  loss  was  231  killed  and  721 
wounded.  The  enemy  confessed  to  a  loss  of  265  killed  and  800  wounded.  Gen.  Fre- 
mont, having  assumed  command  of  the  Western  Department,  proclaimed  martial  law 
in  St.  Louis,  Aug.  14th,  and,  on  the  31st  of  the  month,  issued  a  proclamation  placing 
the  state  under  martial  law,  declaring  that  all  persons  found  with  arms  in  their  hands 
against  the  government,  within  the  military  lines,  should  be  shot,  and  granting  free- 
dom to  the  slaves  of  rebels  The  proclamation  was  subsequently  modified  by  order 
of  the  President,  so  as  to  conform  with  the  act  of  Congress  in  reference  to  confisca- 
tion of  rebel  property.  Several  minor  battles  were  fought,  with  various  success, 
Gen.  Lane  gaining  considerable  victories  on  the  western  border.  Gen.  Price  advanced 
northwest  with  a  force  of  some  25,000  rebels,  and,  on  the  12th  of  September,  appeared 
before  Lexington,  which  was  defended  by  Col.  Mulligan  with  a  force  of  3,.500  men. 
The  siege  continued  until  the  22d,  when  Col.  M.,  despairing  of  reinforcements,  was 
forced  to  surrender.  The  Federal  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  was  about  130 ;  that  of 
the  enemy  was  estimated  at  from  1,500  to  2,000. 

On  the  4th  of  September,  Kentucky  was  invaded  by  the  rebel  forces  under  Gen. 
Polk,  who  occupied  Columbus.  The  legislature  passed  resolutions  directing  the 
Governor  to  use  military  force  to  repel  the  invasion.  Gen.  Anderson  was  appointed 
to  the  command  of  the  Federal  forces,  but  subsequently  resigned  in  favor  of  Gen. 
Sherman,  on  account  of  ill  health.  Fresh  forces,  under  Gens.  Buckner  and  Zollicofi"er, 
poured  in  from  the  south,  and  the  Cumberland  Gap  and  other  strong  points  were  occu- 
pied, on  the  ground  that  the  safety  of  Tennessee  demanded  it  1  Several  arrests  were 
made,  among  others  that  of  James  B.  Clay  and  ex-Governor  Morehead.  Ex- Vice- 
President  Breckenridge  sought  safety  in  flight. 

On  the  21st  of  October,  the  Federals  met  the  enemy  at  Wild  Cat,  and  gained  an 
important  victory  over  them,  with  a  loss  on  our  side  of  only  4  killed  and  28  wounded. 
Their  loss  is  unknown,  but  heavy. 

On  the  27th  August,  a  fleet  of  seven  vessels,  with  several  transports,  under  Com. 
Stringham,  and  a  force  of  some  800  men  under  Gen.  Butler,  sailed  from  Fortress  Mon- 
roe ;  they  arrived  off  Hatteras  Inlet  on  the  afternoon  of  the  29th,  when  315  troops 
were  landed  during  a  severe  gale.  On  the  morning  following  our  war  ships  com- 
menced shelling  the  rebel  forts.  The  action  lasted  some  three  hours,  when  the  enemy 
lowered  his  colors,  and  our  soldiers  marched  upon  his  works  at  double  quick.  Com- 
modore Barron,  the  rebel  commander,  imconditionally  surrendered,  together  with  his 
forces  to  the  number  of  694.  We  did  not  lose  a  single  man.  On  the  7th  of  October, 
the  rebels,  with  six  steamers  and  3,000  troops,  attempted  to  retake  the  Forts,  but  were 
repulsed,  with  considerable  loss. 

On  the  11th  September,  Gen.  Rosencranz  met  Gen.  Floyd,  of  larcenous  memory,  at 
Carnifex  Ferry,  and  put  his  forces  to  rout,  with  heavy  loss.  Our  loss  was  20  killed, 
and  100  wounded.  On  the  26th  of  the  same  month,  Gen.  Kelly  attacked  the  enemy  in 
large  force,  at  Romney,  defeated  them  after  a  short  engagement,  killed  35,  with  a  loss 
of  10  on  his  own  side,  and  took  all  the  enemy's  cannon.  Several  other  skirmishes 
have  since  occurred,  but  with  no  decisive  results. 

On  the  night  of  the  9th  October,  the  rebels  landed,  with  some  900  men.  on  Santa 
Rosa  Island,  Fla.,  and  attacked  Wilson's  Zouaves,  whom  they  surprised,  and  a  part  of 
whose  camps  they  destroyed.    They  were  met  by  a  small  force  of  Regulars  and  put  to 
il  flight,  with  terrible  slaughter.    Before  they  could  embark  350  of  their  number  were  ^ 
killed  and  wounded.    The  loss  on  our  side  was  13  killed,  29  wounded,  and  19  taken 
^^  prisoners.  ^a 

tf(>      On  the  night  of  the  12th  October,  Capt.  Hollins  attacked  our  blockading  squadron  at  ©^ 
^^4  the  head  of  the  passes  of  the  Mississippi.    He  run  his  "  turtle  "  ship  by  accident  into  ^/^

the  Vincennes,  cutting  a  hole  in  her  side,  but  not  eerioiisly  injuring  her,  and  disabling  <^ 
his  own  vessel.    One  or  two  of  our  ships  grounded,  but  were  got  off  without  much  y^ 
^  difficulty. 

On  the  2l8t  October  portions  of  the  Massachusetts  15th  and  20th,  the  "California" 
and  Tammany  Eegiments,  under  command  of  Gen.  Edward  Baker,  crossed  the  Poto- 
mac at  Edward's  Ferry,  and  ascended  Ball's  Bluff  on  the  Virginia  side.  They  were 
surprised  by  the  enemy,  from  7,000  to  10,000  strong,  who  were  in  ambush,  when  a  des- 
perate battle  ensued.  Gen.  Baker  fell,  mortally  wounded,  at  an  early  stage  of  the 
engagement,  when  Col.  Cogswell,  of  the  Tammany  Regiment,  assumed  command. 
Our  troops,  yielding  to  superior  numbers,  retreated  to  the  river,  and  succeeded,  some 
by  crossing  upon  a  skiff,  but  the  greatest  number  by  swimming,  in  reaching  an  ad- 
jacent island.  Many  were,  however,  drowned  in  the  effort  to  escape.  The  loss  on 
our  side  is  estimated  as  follows  :  killed,  50 ;  wounded,  166;  missing,  702.  The  rebels 
acknowledge  their  loss  at  over  160  ;  but  it  was  probably  much  greater. 

On  the  31st  of  October,  Gen.  Scott  resigned  the  command-in-chief  of  the  Federal 
army,  on  account  of  old  age  and  its  attendant  infirmities,  and  was  succeeded  by  Gen. 
George  B.  McClellan.    Gen.  Scott,  in  a  few  days  after,  sailed  for  Europe. 

At  the  same  time,  affairs  in  Missouri  bore  a  gloomy  aspect.  Charges  of  extrava- 
gance and  incompetency  were  preferred  against  Gen.  Fremont.  The  Secretary  of  War, 
accompanied  by  Adjutant-General  Thomas,  visited  that  State  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestigating the  conduct  of  the  Western  Department ;  the  result  of  which  was  a  report 
by  the  latter,  severely  censuring  Gen.  P.  The  "  Pathfinder  "  was  in  the  meantime 
pursuing  Gen.  Price.  His  body  guard,  150  strong,  made  a  sudden  advance  upon  Spring- 
field, Oct.  24th,  and  put,  it  is  claimed,  2,000  rebels  to  flight,  with  a  loss  on  our  side  of  15 
killed,  27  wounded,  and  10  missing.  Four  days  afterwards.  Gen.  Fremont  entered  the 
town  at  the  head  of  his  army.  A  portion  of  the  rebel  army  was,  it  is  claimed,  en- 
camped a  few  miles  distant,  and  a  battle  was  reported  to  be  imminent.  On  the  1st 
of  November,  he  received  an  order  for  his  removal ;  but  he  did  not  proclaim  it  until 
the  3d.  He  was  superseded  by  Gen.  Hunter,  and  almost  immediately  left  for  St. 
Louis.  Gen.  Hunter  was  in  turn  superseded  by  Gen.  Halleck,  who  now  commands 
the  Western  Department. 

On  the  29th  of  October,  the  great  naval  expedition,  which  had  been  fitting  out  for 
several  weeks,  sailed  for  the  Southern  coast.  It  consisted  of  seventy-five  vessels  of 
various  sizes  and  descriptions,  and  15,000  troops ;  the  former  under  command  of  Com- 
modore Dupont;  the  latter  under  command  of  Gen.  Sherman.  It  encountered  two 
heavy  gales,  one  off  Hatteras  and  the  other  off  Charleston,  during  which  the  Union, 
Osceola,  and  one  or  two  smaller  vessels  were  lost.  It  arrived  at  Port  Royal,  South 
Carolina,  November  4th,  when  it  was  greeted  by  Com.  Tatnall  and  his  mosquito  fleet ; 
which  soon  disappeared  in  disgust.  On  the  following  day,  Com.  Tatnall  renewed  his 
"attack,"  but  a  few  shots  from  our  big  guns  disposed  of  him  effectually.  The  6th, 
the  weather  being  stormy,  nothing  was  done.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th,  Commodore 
Dupont  engaged  the  rebel  forts,  Beauregard,  of  32  guns,  and  Walker,  of  15  guns ;  the 
Wabash  leading  the  way,  and  the  other  war  ships  and  gunboats  following.  The  batteries 
from  the  shore,  replied  with  spirit.  The  action  commenced  at  twenty  minutes  past 
nine,  A.  m.,  and  lasted  until  half-past  two,  p.  m.,  when  the  batteries  were  silenced,  the 
forts  evacuated,  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  planted  on  the  South  Carolina  soil.  Soon 
after,  the  7th  Connecticut  Regiment  landed  and  took  possession  of  Fort  Walker ;  and  on 
the  following  morning  our  flag  waved  over  Fort  Beauregard.  Beaufort  was  also  tempo- 
rarily occupied,  the  whole  white  population,  wath  the  exception  of  one  man,  having 
fled.  The  rebel  troops,  estimated  at  full  5,000,  took  to  their  heels  before  our  troops 
could  land,  leaving  arms,  baggage,  and  personal  valuables,  behind.  The  victory  was 
!^  complete,  and  the  panic  intense.    Our  loss  was  8  killed;  6  seriously  and  17  slightly  i^^ 

wounded;  a  total  of  only  31  casualties.    That  of  the  enemy  is  estimated  at  120  killed, 
y  and  100  wounded. 

>      Simultaneously  with  this,  our  troops  gained  a  brilliant  success  in  Eastern  Kentucky. 
^^  At  Prestonburgh  our  army  divided  into  two  columns  ;  one  under  Col.  Sill,  the  other  |;y^ 
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under  Gen.  Nelson;  the  former  had  several  successful  skirmishes,  and  a  more  serious  ff 
J  engagement  at  Piketon,  where  he  attacked  the  enemy  in  the  rear,  and  put  him  to  .\ 
flight.    The  latter  met  the  rebels  at  Ivy  Creek,  and  gained  a  victory  over  them  ;  killing 
40,  wounding  60,  and  taking  nearly  200  prisoners. 

On  the  night  of  the  6th  of  November,  an  expedition  some  six  thousand  strong, 
under  command  of  Gens.  Grant  and  McClernand,  left  Cairo  for  the  South.  On  the 
morning  of  the  7th,  they  arrived  at  Belmont,  Mo.  (nearly  opposite  Columbus,  Ky.), 
whore  they  encountered  the  enemy,  in  large  force.  The  latter,  after  a  hot  engagement, 
Avere  repulsed  with  terrible  slaughter,  driven  from  their  position,  their  camp,  12 
pieces  of  artillery,  a  large  amount  of  arms,  ammunition,  stores,  &c.,  &c.,  and  300 
prisoners  taken.  The  rebels  being  reinforced,  the  battle  was  renewed;  our  troops 
were  attacked  while  embarking,  and  a  fearful  slaughter,  on  both  sides,  ensued.  Our 
loss  was  as  follows :  killed,  84 ;  wounded,  288 ;  missing,  235 ;  total,  607.  The  enemy 
confess  to  a  loss  of  300  killed  and  wounded,  and  200  missing ;  but  the  number  was 
much  greater.  Our  generals  claim  a  victory ;  but  the  sequel  of  the  engagement  hardly 
justifies  it. 

On  the  8th  of  November,  Commodore  Wilkes  captured  Messrs.  Slidell  and  Mason, 
Confederate  Plenipotentiaries  to  France  and  England.  Stopping  at  Havana,  on  his 
return  from  the  African  coast,  and  learning  of  their  intended  departure  from  that  port, 
in  the  British  mail  steamer  Trent,  he  determined  to  seize  them,  and  immediately 
started  to  intercept  them.  Overhauling  them  in  the  straits  of  the  Bahamas,  he  brought 
the  ship  to,  by  a  gun  across  her  bow,  arrested  the  "ministers  "  and  their  secretaries, 
and  arrived  at  Fortress  Monroe  with  his  prisoners.  Agreeably  to  orders  from  Wash- 
ington, he  sailed  for  Boston  with  his  distinguished  prisoners,  where  he  consigned 
them  to  the  hospitalities  of  the  Commandant  of  Fort  Warren. 

November  18th,  the  Virginia  "Peninsula"  (Accomac  and  Northampton),  was  occu- 
pied by  our  troops,  3,000  rebels  were  dispersed,  and  the  supremacy  of  the  Federal 
authority  asserted. 

November  22d,  Col.  Brown,  Commander  at  Fort  Pickens,  opened  fire  upon  the  rebels 
under  Gen.  Bragg.  He  was  assisted  by  the  war  ships  Niagara  and  Richmond.  The 
firing  continued  all  day,  and  was  renewed  the  day  following.  Fort  McRea  was  honey- 
combed, Warrington  was  nearly  destroyed,  and  the  Pensacola  Navy  Yard  partially 
burnt.  Our  loss  was  only  three  or  four  killed  and  half  a  dozen  wounded.  That  of  the 
enemy  is  not  known,  but  must  have  been  considerable. 

December  13th,  750  Union  troops  under  Col.  Milroy  engaged  the  rebels,  nearly  2,000 
strong,  at  Camp  Alleghany,  Western  Virginia,  and  after  a  short  but  desperate  engage- 
ment, put  them  to  rout,  killing  and  wounding  nearly  200.  Our  loss  did  not  exceed  30. 
By  this  action  the  enemy  were  finally  driven  out  of  Western  Virginia. 

December  17th,  a  regiment  of  Indiana  troops,  under  Col.  Mellick,  met  a  regiment  of 
Texan  Rangers  at  Green  Eiver,  Ky.  The  engagement  lasted  over  two  hours,  when  the 
latter  fled,  leaving  33  dead  on  the  field.    Our  loss  was  9  killed  and  16  wounded. 

December  18th,  Gen.  Pope  surprised  a  rebel  camp  near  Clinton,  Mo.,  broke  it  up, 
took  250  prisoners,  70  wagons  filled  with  clothing  and  other  valuable  trophies.  The 
day  following  another  division  of  his  army,  under  Col.  Davis,  surprised  another  camp 
near  Milford  in  the  same  state,  took  1,300  prisoners,  1,000  stand  of  arms,  55  wagons,  a 
large  number  of  tents,  several  hundred  horses,  &c. 

December  20th,  Gen.  Ord's  brigade  of  the  army  of  the  Potomac  met  the  enemy  near 
Drainsville,  Va.,  and  gained  a  brilliant  victory  over  them.  Our  loss  was  7  killed  and 
61  wounded ;  that  of  the  enemy  90  killed,  left  on  the  field,  besides  several  carried  off". 

December  26th,  Secretary  Seward  announced  to  Lord  Lyons  the  determination  of  our 
government  to  accede  to  the  demand  of  England  for  the  rendition  of  Messrs.  Slidell 
and  Mason.  9
